Arrested was a 17-year-old male 
who lives in New Brockton and had 
dropped out of school more than a 
year ago (December of 1997). He 
has been charged with two counts of 
rendering a false alarm which is a 
Class C felony due to the fact that 
the facility housed handicapped 
individuals. 

Coffee County Sheritf —Ben 
Moates and Coffee County Schools’ 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
held a joint news conference 
Monday afternoon to recap the 
day’s events. 

According to Sheriff Moates, the 
first call was made to the New 
Brockton High School at 11:13 a.m. 
and shortly afterwards, at 11:25 
a.m. a second called was received at 
the Zion Chapel Elementary School. 

“We're proud to say that within 
20 minutes of the call we had a 17- 
year-old male juvenile in custody,” 
said Moates. “He is expected to be 
charged as a juvenile with expecta- 
tions of having him stand trial as an 
adult.” 

The sheriff nor school officials 
would reveal how the “caller” was 
caught in such a swift manner; how- 
ever, modern technology has 
enhanced greatly the changes of a 
person NOT GETTING AWAY 
WITH making such calls now or in 
the future. 

Superintendent Bowden noted 


recently updated (initiated in 1988) 
was already in the hands of the staff 
at both schools for review when this 
unfortunate incident occurred, and 
they were able to follow it as a 
guideline for dealing with the situa- 
tion. The plan is presently before 
the members of the Coffee County 
Board of Education for formal 
approval which is expected at their 
next meeting. 

Dale Kelley, principal at New 
Brockton High School, said that 
275 students were evacuated from 
the buildings and moved to the sta- 
dium for their safety while authori- 
ties, assisted by “bomb sniffing 
canines” from Ft. Rucker. They 
remained in the stadium until short- 
ly before 2 p.m. at which time 
school was dismissed early. 

Elementary students in New 
Brockton were dismissed at the 
same time due to the fact that they 
ride the same buses as high school 
students. The elementary school 
was not involved in the evacuation 
process since it is located nearly 
wo miles from the high school. 

At Zion Chapel more than 700 
students Were evacuated to the foot- 
ball stadium where they remained 
until 2 p.m. at which time school 
was also dismissed at this facility. 
Elementary students were involved 
in this evacuation because grades 


New Brockton’s town council 
meeting short and routine

Ihe New Brockton Town Council 
kept their monthly meeting Monday

Most of the matters of business 
were routine, Council members

Turning to matters of “unfinished 
business,’ Mayor Britt Lee reported 
that the burning of peanut hulls 
reported at the last council meeting 
had been taken care of. Officials 
from Sessions Peanut Company 
have assured the mayor that every 
thing will be taken care of properly 


Mayor Lee reported that the land 
development on Medley Road was 
proceeding in a timely manner 
Several members of the council 
expressed concern of the drainage 
problem on the road and requested 
this development be monitored 
closely by the mayor 

A committee of three Billy 
Roberts, Austin Mixon and John 
Grissett - was appointed to assist 
the local Boy Scouts in the final 
preparation of the old Jr. Pood 
Store 

Payment of the monthly bills 
totaling $27,470.11 was approved 
by the council 

Police Chief Charles Driggers 
reported that his department has 
investizated 12 complaints during 
the month, made 8 arrest, issued 34 
citations and investigated 3 wrecks 
with no injuries. He told council 
members that the fire department 
had responded to 3 fires while the 
rescue squad had made no runs dur- 
ing the month, Animal control per- 
sonnel had taken 9 dogs to the dog 
pound in Elba. 

Mavor Lee reminded everyone 
that the town employees will 
observe the Memorial Day holiday 
on Monday, May 31, and the next 
council meeting Will be on Monday, 
June 7, at 7 p.m. in the council 
chamber located in city hall,

Phe buildings on the Zion Chapel 
campus were deemed safe shortly 
before 4 p.m 

Since many of the students had 
not had lunch at both schools when 
the incident occurred, snacks and 
drinks were brought in by school 
officials 

Bowden explained that he held 
the students at the schools until as 
near 3 p.m. as possible due to the 
fact that many of the students” par- 
ents would not have been at home or 
have made preparations for their 
arrival at an.earlier time. 

Although the students were at no 
time in danger during the incident, 
many of them were “checked out” 
by concerned parents - about 75 at 
New Brockton and half at Zion 
Chapel - prior to the buses” depar 
ture at 2 p.m. 

School officials utilized area 
radio stations to inform parents of 
the situation at both facilities and 
also to let them know that school 
would be dismissed earlier. 

Supt. Bowden commended every 
one for their actions during the 
unfortunate incidents - students, 
teachers, parents, law entorcement 
and all other agencies involved con 
ducted themselves in a very 
admirable manner. Sheriff Moates 
echoed Bowden’s comments on 
how well all agencies in the two 
communities worked together in 
resolving this incident. 

Immediately after the sheriff's 
department was notified of the 
threat, they in turn notified officials 


in Enterprise, Elba and Kinston of 


the situations at New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel so they could be alert- 
ed to any impending similar situa- 
tion, 

The sheriff also commented that 
as a precaution, the youth’s (the 
caller) home was searched and no 
“bomb making materials” were 
found. 

Agencies assisting the sheriff's 
department and school officials dur 
ing the ordeal were New Brockton 
police, fire and rescue personnel, 
members of the Zion Chapel yolun- 
teer Fire Department, Alabama 
State Troopers, and the bomb squad 
from Ft, Rucker.

Federal Government Fails Second 
Ever Audit 

Unfortunately it was not an April 
fool’s joke. On April first, the 
results of the second ever federal 
government- wide financial audit 
were. released, and for the second 
year. jn arow, Uncle Sam’s financial 
bookkeeping is in a mess. 

“Significant financial system 
weaknesses, problems with funda- 
mental reporting, incomplete docu- 
mentation, and weak internal con- 
trols, including computer controls, 
continue to prevent the government 
from accurately reporting a signifi- 
cant portion of its assets, liabilities, 
and costs.” This was the conclusion 
of the U.S. General Accounting 
Office that was assigned the duty by 
Congress in 1993 to perform the 
annual federal government audit. 

The Government Management 
and Reform Act, passed by 
Congress in 1993, required the first 
ever federal government audit in 
1997 as well as continuing audits to 
determine where waste and abuse 
might exist within the vast federal 
bureaucracy. The federal govern- 
ment controls a budget of some $1.8 
trillion in taxpayer dollars. Given 
such an enormous annual operating 
budget with little oversight, until 
now, the federal bureaucracy is rife 
with sloppy record keeping and lax 


Former Kleinert’s Inc. 
employees eligible for 
benefits 


Current and former employees of 
Kleinert’s, Inc. in Elba could be eli- 
gible for benefits under the federal 
Trade Act of 1974. A petition filed 
on behalf of the employees was 
certified by the U.S, Department of 
Labor on March 31, 1999, accord- 
ing to an announcement by Alice 
McKinney, director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Relations, 

The U.S, Department of Labor 
found that workers may have 
become unemployed as a result of 
increased imports, The petition 
covers periods of unemployment 
occurring on or after February 1, 
1998, and before the termination 
date of March 31, 2001 

Under the Trade Act of 1974, dis- 
placed workers may be eligible for 
subsidized vocational training, job 
search assistance, and relocation 
allowances 

If they have exhausted their cash 
benefits under other state and fed- 
eral unemployment compensation 
programs, they could be eligible for 
additional weekly payments equiv- 
alent to the amount they were 
receiving under other programs, 

Kleinert’s employees who are 
eligible for benefits under tne pro- 
gram will be notified in writing by 
the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations as soon as they 
are identified.

The AARP in Alabama has called 
on Governor Siegelman to Oppose 
binding arbitration clatises in insur 
ance contracts and other forms of 
consumer contracts for products 
and services. We've also urged the 
governor to repeal his predeces-

The reasons are simple. Under 
binding arbitration, the parties 
agree to comply with the determi 
nation of the arbitrator, thereby 
waiving the right to have a judge or 
jury ever hear the consumer’s com 
plaint. Binding arbitration is par- 
ticularly troublesome when con 
sumers must agree to it as a condi 
tion of doing business, before they 
can possibly evaluate the potential 
advantages and disadvantages of 
pursuing litigation, arbitration, or 
any other form of dispute resolu-

accounting. 

For example, the just-released 
federal audit for 1998 shows that 
Uncle Sam is unable to support sig- 
nificant portions of the $1.8 trillion 
1998 budget. Looking at the books, 
it appears that the federal govern- 
ment somehow lost track of billions 
in structures, equipment, property, 
and inventory. 

The audit revealed that federal 
agencies were unable to protect and 
account for over $800 billion in 
government assets. Furthermore, a 
significant number of federal agen- 
cies dropped the ball and did not 
submit required financial records 
for the 1998 audit - some six months 
after the end of the 1998 fiscal year 
and one month past the legal dead- 
line. If taxpayers and small business 
owners tried this with the federal 
government they would likely be 
put in jail. 

Many in Congress, myself includ- 
ed, have come from business back- 
grounds where we had to adhere to 
strict budgets and accounting prac- 
tices. Such discipline is not only 
required to run a successful busi- 
ness in the real world, but is basic 
common sense. Remarkably, until 
Congress recently placed the feder- 
al bureaucracy under similar 
accounting requirements, the feder- 
al books were largely unchecked. 

This is unacceptable. Since 1995, 
the Congress - the Legislative 
Branch of the federal government - 
has set an example for the rest of the 
federal government by actually 
reducing its staff size and eliminat- 
ing whole committees. Congress 
has also. stepped up _— its

Constitutional oversight responsi- 
bilities over other federal agencies 
by shedding more light on official 
bureaucratic waste. 

My own House VA Oversight and 
Investigations subcommittee has 
sternly rebuked the U.S. Veterans 
Administration for its waste of $140 
million while implementing a $1 
billion computer modernization 
program. 

Furthermore, as subcommittee 
chairman, I have held hearings into 
the squandering of scarce veterans 
care funds by VA hospital adminis- 
trators who spent $26,000 for a salt 
water fish tank; $20 1,000 to reno- 
vate a government-provided home 
already in good condition; and, 
$5,000 for new office carpeting 
Which was subsequently trashed 
after the VA hospital directer didn’t 
like the color. 

Congress's continued focus on 
shoddy federal record keeping and 
wasteful spending is essential if the 
federal government is ever to 
become more responsible stewards 
of your tax dollars.

As with many other provisions in 
standard contracts, binding arbitra- 
tion clauses are often written in 
small print and technical language, 
and consumers are frequently 
unaware of their existence or mean- 
ing. 

There are additional disadvan- 
tages for consumers. These include 
very limited access to documents 
and other information; limited 
knowledge on which to base the 
choice of an arbitrator (who is like- 
ly to be better Known by the insur- 
ance industry); the absence of a 
requirement that arbitrators follow 
the law or issue written decisions; 
and, the extremely limited grounds 
for appealing an arbitrator's deci- 
sion. 

For these reasons, we believe 
binding arbitration is bad public 
policy. Please join us in urging 
Governor Siegelman to end it 
Alabama now.

The plan is normally reviewed 
and updated each year in July, but 
discussions in several staff meetings 
held immediately following the 
recent events in Colorado, and other 
places, spotlighted’ some needed 
amendments and school administra- 
tors opted to review and submit 
minor revisions on the plan early. 

The superintendent reminded 
board members that the Elba plan 
already meets or exceeds all state 
department standards and has been 
used by several administrators as a 
model for creating a workable plan 
in other Alabama school systems. 

A Crisis Planning Team is in place 
for each Elba school. It includes var- 
ious staff members, law enforce- 
ment and court officials, emergency 
personnel, a school board member, 
school counselor, one student, one 
parent and community leaders. They 
hold scheduled meetings and are 
available for special planning meet- 
ings if needed. 

The Elba Emergency/Safety plan 
details the proper reaction to many 
emergencies, including auto or bus 
accidents, fire and severe weather, 
handling individuals with health 
emergencies (on and off campus), 
missing persons, unauthorized per-

The Elba campus 
graded positive on all SI check 
points, 

Any student moving in the halls, 
corridors, gym, etc. between classes 
must have a hall pass. This policy is 
enforced by the entire staff, accord- 
ing to the superintendent. All vist- 
tors must clear through the school 
office, both when they arrive and 
when they leave. 

A “no tolerance” policy on drug 
possession and use is_ strictly 
enforced. Violation of this policy ts 
grounds for immediate suspension 
from school, followed by board 
hearing for expulsion. A “no fight” 
policy is actively enforced and a 
“Gun Free Schools” policy will lead 
to expulsion immediately for any 
student found with a gun on campus. 
The student handbook spells out a 
strict students and 
strictly prohibits wearing of any- 
thing which might be considered 
“gang related.” The written policy 
gives administrators wide discretion 
to deal with emerging gang dress, 
markings or other symbols. 

There are charged fire extinguish- 
ers throughout the building which 
are routinely checked by staff mem- 
bers. Panic bars on all outside doors 
are in full compliance with fire and 
safety codes. Fire drills are conduct- 
ed regularly in the buildings and the 
results reviewed.

The Coffee County Commission 
meeting in its regular bi-monthly 
day session wasted little time in zip- 
ping through a relatively short agen- 
da. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
led off the meeting with several rec- 
ommendations and requests that 
required action by the commission- 
ers.
